The scholasship 
consisted of a sum of {2co a yeat for four years 
for the benefit of the successful candidate, who 
was tent home and with this sum taught a 
profession, namely, trained for a Doctor, Soll- 
cltor, Civit or Mechanical Engineer, or some 
other profession: It was w great success In the 
matter of the enccaragement pf education in 
thls colony, and we could thus boast of producing 
scholars equal to those reared and educated In 
Ecrope. Bot wheres are we now in the educa- 
tlonal world? The “foundatlom atone” -(¢¢. 
the Government Scholarship) was atollsbed 
without rhyme or reason by His ' Excellency 
the Governor, Sir William Robingon, alter bis 
aiudval here! Schoolboys, only half educated, 
are launched {nto the world as “clerks,” 
with the average salary of from §20 to $60 

‘month, seldom heaving promise of ‘an 
increase, Their parents are justified in getting 
clerkehips for thelr boys, since the hirhest stand- 
ard of education obtainable in this’colony {a not 
comparable with those of Western Stites. How 
can this bo accounted for ? Doubtless the head.’
